The Granite City Council 
wants more information before 
hiring a -professional, indepen- 
dent consultant to analyze the 
city’s operations. 

The~City Council deferred 
action on an ordinance Tuesday 
night which would authorize the 
mayor to hire Melville Public 
Advisors to provide a detailed 
analysis of city operations and to 
make recommendations on how 
the city can be run more effi- 
ciently 

While every alderman said he 
was in favor of the proposal in 
principal, there were many ques- 
tions. about the timing of the 
issue. and exactly how the study 
would be handled.

SPRINGFIELD — Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity at Edwardsville has requested the 
smallest budget increase of any state uni- 
versity for next school year. 

“We're trying to. be responsive within 
the state budget situation,’’ said SIUE 


.President Earl Lazerson, in explaining 


the request for virtually no increase in 
state general revenue funds for next fis- 
cal year. 

SIUE and the other state universities 
have traditionally submitted budget 
requests higher than they realistically 


__expected to get, with reductions then 
\made by the state Board of Higher Edu- 


cation; the Eegisiature: and the governor. 

SIUE is seeking only a $71,500 increase 
in..its operating budget next year, or 0.1 
percent, from $66,890,600 to $66,962,100. 

The only proposed increases are for 
library materials. SIUE is not requesting 
any money for salary increases or addi- 
tional programs this time around. 

The sister campus of Southern Illinois 
University at Carbondale is also propos- 
ing a virtually flat budget for next year

Reading ‘unlocks the doors 


-to life’s magic and mystery 

To illiterates that door is 
slammed shut, unless they 
seek tutoring 

Volunteers of local literacy 
programs have made it their 
missions to pass out the keys. 

“We're looking for people 
who have a couplé hours a 
week, are patient and like to 
read,"’ said Francine Laffer- 
ty, literacy coordinator of 
Project READ at Belleville 
Area College 

The program, which is in 
it’s seventh year, is free to 
the public and receives fund- 
ing from the Secretary of 
State and Illinois State Board 
of Education. Tutors meet 
with theirstadents in public 
places such as libraries and 
churches. ‘The only require- 
ment is that the students are 
age 16 or older. 

In addition to teaching indi 
viduals to read, the tutors 
provide assistance in learning 
math, English and science 
There are currently 304 stu- 
dents in the program and 283 
tutors 

Frank Brown of Belleville 
is one of the program's vol 














unteers__He has_participated 


in the program for five years 
and has tutored individua 
ranging in age from teens. to 








Each individual is differ- 
ent, so you have to gear your 
aching to their. needs and 
cording to their abilities 
and goals,"’ he said. ‘‘I've 
taught students. who are 
learning disabled and others 
who just need a little help to 
get over a hump. 

Brown evaluates each new 
client's reading level through 
conversation and a series of 
tests. 

“You kind of have to 
with a blank page," he 
“You have to find out what 
their needs are, what they 
want to accomplish, and then 
go from there.” 

A_success story that imme- 
diately comes to Brown's 
recall is a man who was 
unable to read, attended two 
ions in order to prepare 
for his driver's license exam 
and successfully passed the 
test 

“I was really impressed 
with him and I tried to 
encourage him to come more, 
but you can't force it,” 
Brown said. “‘It's the individ- 
tal’s choice and reading 
shguid be fun. 

“We'll work with them as 
long as they are willing to be 
tutored. From there we just 
hope they continue their 
learning. 

There are a variety of rea- 
sons why individuals fall 
through the cracks of the 
éducatton system. Lafferty 
said older individuals were 
cften forced to drop out of 
school when they, were young 
in order to work and take 
care of younger sibings. 
These days, however, illitera- 
cy results from the student 
who skips school a lot or 
comes from a family that 
moves around a lot. 

“They get so far behind 
and they feel they'll never 
catch up, so they just give 
up.” Lafferty said. :

Extra money little reward 
for teens’ time on the job

Having money to spend is 
important to teens. But an after 
school job sometimes provides 
spending money but little else 

“It's important for, teens 
and their parents — to weigh the 
pros and cons of after-school 
employment 

A part-time job can have some 














important aspects, but it’s not 
always a positive experience 
Learning work skills and 


responsibility by associating with 
dedicated adults committed to 
their work can have a_ positive 
effect on teens 








However, in many of the ser- 
vice industry positions that pay 
minimum-wage salaries, teens 


work with other teens instead of 
responsible adults, often with lit 
tle supervision and no chance for 
career advancement 

If this type of job is taking 
time away from schopl studies, 
family time and leisure activi- 
ties, the teen-ager could be sub- 
stituting the world of work for 
other important learning. experi- 
ences. a 

In addition, there are [other 
ways of learning responsibility 
and the value of money. besides 
taking on part-time employni®nt. 

The skills arned from extra 
curricular activities such as 
school clubs or sports may serve 
a teen-ager better in college or 
in a future career than experi- 











ence from an after-school job + 
Should teens show a desire to 
pursue. employment, parents 
may want to discuss the job 
opportunities as well as the ben 
efits and negative 
employment with teens

SPRINGFIELD — Officials_of 
two firms seeking to build a $2 
billion casino and entertainment 
complex in Chicago said they

SPRINGFIELD— A Chicago 
gambling casino proposal hasn't 
lost yet in the Illinois 
Legislature.

included a different drummer Under Siege y ” 
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
